YOUR NATIONAL BOARD thoroughly studied the Association's herd classification program 
and made animportant change in procedure. By unanimous vote the directors 
decided to eliminate stamping herd classification scores on registration cer- 
tificates. After June 1, 1960 classification certificates will be issuedon the 
owners of each animal officially classified. 


IN TAKING THIS ACTION THE BOARD of directors re-affirmed their policy of keeping herd 
classification confidential. Any release of these scores may be made only 
by the owners. The new classification certificates will be valid unless an 
animal is re-classified. In the case of re-classified animals a newclass- 
ification certificate will be issued and the old one will be returned tothe 
nationai office. 


OWNERS OF ANIMALS WHICH HAVE BEEN CLASSIFIED may obtain classification certifi- 
cates for them by sending the registration certificate of each classified 
animal to the Classification Supervisor, American Angus Association, St. 
Joseph, Missouri. Members requestingthis service will be issued duplicate 
registration certificates in addition to a classification certificate. These 

changes will be made free of charge.

On Friday morning Dr. A. M. Soren- 
sen of Texas A and M will emphasize 
the importance of keeping cows in 
steady production and Dr. Doyle Cham- 
bers of Oklahoma State University will 
outline the effect of various nutritional 
levels on production in beef cattle. 

The rest of the Conference program 
will be devoted to carcass study, rapidly 
becoming one of the most important 
phases of beef cattle production. The loin- 
eyes of 20 steers will be on display and 
the visitors will be asked to identify 
them by the sires of the steers. There 
will be four loin-eyes from steers sired 
by five different bulls. 

Dr. O. D. Butler will discuss the herit- 
ability of carcass traits and Tom Mar- 
lowe of Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
will make suggestions for using carcass 
information in selecting Angus breeding 
cattle. 

These enlightening talks will be fol- 
lowed by a review of the Angus Herd 
Improvement Record and a report on 
future plans for the program by Lyle 
V. Springer, executive assistant of the 
American Angus Association.

Progress Since The Days of XIT 


A Lot of Angus 


Texas, host state of the sixth annual 
Angus Conference, has had a long and 
enviable record in the production of 
good Blacks, both registered and com- 
mercial. 

In spite of the eight year drouth of 
the ’50s latest Association figures show 
the state second in the nation last year 
in new members—244, In the 1959 
fiscal year the Lone Star state was 
fourth nationally in registrations with 
16,283 head; fourth in the nation with 
transfers of 12,235. These figures com- 
pare with 95 new members 10 years ago, 
registrations of 3,298 and transfers of 
2,974. 

We repeat that this decade of progress 
has been made in spite of the most 
severe and prolonged period of dry 
weather ever experienced by the state. 
Many herds had to be dispersed be- 
cause of lack of feed and water; other 
herds were cut to the bone. The “build- 
ing back” process is just getting under 
way and no state has a greater Angus 
potential than Texas. 


The Texas Angus Association 
cordially invites all cattlemen 
from the other 49 states to be 
our guests May 11, 12 and 13 at 
Texas A. & M. College for the 
National Angus Conference.

The above figures refer to registered 
Angus operations. As our greatest 
range state the increase in commercial 
Blacks has been no less outstanding. 
The big herds of 1,000 head or more are 
pretty well gone. Instead there has been 
a tremendous gain in the commercial 
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herds of 300 to 400 head. Official fig- 
ures on one county—Sutton county in 
west Texas—85 per cent of the cattle 
are Angus. True, numbers are down 
compared with the 1940s. But the range 
country is getting Blacker all the time! 
Elsewhere in this issue are some pictures 
and stories on a few of the Angus com- 
mercial operators in the west Texas 
range country. 

As near as can be determined the 
first Angus in Texas to make a mark 
were brought irto the state by the old 
Capitol Syndicate whose famous XIT 
brand is still remembered. Tradition has 
it that XIT stood for “10 counties in 
Texas” and the 3,000,000 acres was lo- 
cated in the northwest Panhandle. In 
1885 three purebred Angus bulls were 
turned out with native longhorn cattle, 
along with 153 half-Angus bulls. By 
1892 the Syndicate had bought 5,000 
bulls — 14 per cent Angus, 36 per cent 
Shorthorn, 50 per cent Hereford. It 
was about this time that enough cross- 
fencing had been done to separate cattle 
by breeds, or at least by predominant 
color. It was then that the Angus 
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FRED HAHNE, FOUNDER 


story was forcibly presented. Black 
cows and Angus bulls were turned into 
the Alamositas pasture on the south side 
of the Canadian river; the cows showing 
a predominance of Hereford breeding, 
and Hereford bulls, were run in the Min- 
neosa pasture on the north side of the 
river. It should be pointed out that the 
latter pasture had a south slope and 
earlier grazing and was 6,000 acres 
larger than the Angus pasture, the Ala- 
mositas. With equal numbers of cows 
in each pasture the Alamositas pasture 
branded 3,064 calves in 1890 — the Min- 
neosa pasture 2,688 calves. This was re- 
peated in the next two years. By 1897 
the steer crop from the XIT started 
finding its way into midwestern feed- 
lots. Again those Blacks out-performed, 
and out-sold their whiteface rivals on the 
terminal markets, 

In the late 1880s Nelson Morris, pio- 
neer Chicago packer, established his 
C Ranch near Midland, Texas. At first 
he used grade Angus and Galloway bulls, 
but later used only purebred sires. By 
1911 when the ranch and herd were sold

What does this have to do with the cattle 
business? Why should we be concerned with 
the projected volume of work as regards the 
contracting industry? Well, can you imagine 
that our livestock production can stand still 
during a period when one line of industry ex- 
pects to build a trillion dollars worth of 
homes, stores, schools, factories and of- 
fices during a forty year period? 


Double the homes means more families to 
feed; double the offices and we will have 
more top executives. A certain percentage of 
these excutives and professional men will 
continue to invest in land and cattle. 


Surely a relatively small number of men 
having no financial worries, who purchase 
land and attend sales with the intent to pur- 
chase top cattle, have been and always will 
be an important factor in the history of our 
breed. These men join our ranks to build 
great breeding herds, to win the respect of 
their fellow breeders and to contribute as 
much as possible to the improvement of the 
cattle business. 


All things are relative. At the local 


level successful professional and business- 
men who become active members of county asso- 
ciations quite often are elected, by their 
fellow members, to responsible positions in 
directing the operation of their local asso- 
ciation. 


So it is with the state, district, 
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regional and national organizations and we 
are indeed fortunate such men are willing to 
give of their time to serve on the boards of 
these respective groups. The cattle busi- 
ness is big business and it must be handled in 
a businesslike manner. Cattlemen and busi- 
nessmen, with a common goal, must work to- 
gether if we are to progress as rapidly as 
possible. 


Not all of these buyers of top cattle reach 
their original goal, not any more than one 
can say that every other member of our frater- 
nity has made outstanding contributions to 
the progress of the breed--but, without doubt 
the purchase of top cattle has placed addi- 
tional income into the hands of cattlemen who 
have used the revenue from their cattle to 
improve their individual breeding herds and 
facilities. 


We can expect financiers and big business- 
men to continue to invest in land, some will 
invest in cattle and a certain number will 
purchase Aberdeen-Angus. A breed with such 
a wonderful record of performance will always 
attract a fair share of such investors. These 
men, together with the rank and file of regu- 
lar cattlemen, do have a place in the building 
of our breed. 


Study the history of our breed in America, 
for that matter study the history of any of 
the breeds, and you will find some of the 
greatest herds of America have been owned by 
men with tremendous financial holdings in 
fields unrelated to livestock. The influ- 
ence of the cattle they produced has been and 
continues to be an important factor in pres- 
ent day breeding (Continued on page 75)

Possibly it is only happenstance but 
three instances in widely separated 
areas makes one wonder. It deals 
with the ease in calving of Angus fe- 
males, and of females of other breeds 
bred to Angus 
bulls. Since time 
immemorial this 


has been a sell- 
ing point for 
the breed. 


This spring 
we have heard 
three breeders, 
both registered 
and commercial, comment that they 
were having more trouble than ever 
before with heifers calving. The 
calves were large and considerable 
help was needed at delivery in a num- 
ber of cases. 

- 


This could be just “one of those 
things” which crop up periodically. 
Level of feeding could be a factor in 
those larger calves and heifers in too 
high condition to calve easily. But 
one also wonders if in all of the talk 
today about “bigger bulls” we might 
not be borrowing some future trouble. 
Changing our Angus type too radical- 
ly through sires could be something 
we should be watching. 


The hog men have done and pos- 
sibly beef breeders can do it too — 
weaning at early ages, feeding the 
young a high protein ration, and in- 
creasing production at lower feed 
costs. 


Visiting a southern university re- 
cently we ran across an interesting ex- 
periment which has been used on the 
first group of Angus calves. They 
had been taken from their dams at 
two months of age and put on a 
special ration. Getting near the year- 
ling stage they looked as growthy, 
and bloomy, as a check group which 
had been left to grow naturally. 


While it is too early to cite specific 
benefits — more testing will have to 
be done, these researchers point out 
— several interesting possibilities are 
suggested. If the plan works out, 
and costs factors in line, it would be 
possible to calve heifers at an earlier 
age, take their calves from them and 
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let them develop some more. Most 
young heifers are stunted by the de- 
mands of that first calf. It is also in- 
dicated that problem of slow settling 
with these heifers is reduced when 
the first calf is taken from them. 


Cost of the gain on the high pro- 
tein feed given the young calves was 
14 cents a pound. It’s a formula 
worked out and mixed at the univer- 
sity. 


There has been a lot of talk in the 
last two years about the value of pel- 
leted feed. By mixing all of the ra- 
tion — roughage and concentrates — 
in pelleted form it has been said that 
the era of push-button livestock feed- 
ing is at hand. Experimental results 
generally were good. However, there 
was the item of the high cost of pel- 
leting. 


However, there is a college re- 
search project under way on pelleted 
feed for steer fattening that indicates 
other problems, other than the cost of 
preparing the feed. At this school we 
were shown groups of steers fed a 
standard ration in the usual form — 
the other group got pelleted feed of 
the same ingredients. However, the 
steers on pellets were bedded in pine 
shavings, rather than straw. Per-day 
gains of this group were considerably 
below 2 pounds. Previously when the 
pelleted feed was used the cattle had 
conventional bedding and it was 
noticed that they had a need for a 
considerable amount of feed from the 
bedding. 


It has been a fact for a long time 
that feed for beef cattle, especially 
young cattle, should be crimped or 
coarsely ground — never floury. At 
this same school steers fed finely 
ground grain and coarser ground 
grain have, for two research periods, 
shown no appreciable difference in 
gains or general health. Both lots 
have made well over two pounds a 
day. And both have made signifi- 
cantly larger gains than the pellet-fed 
steers previously mentioned.

Better Bulls Key to 
Pictures and Story Black Expansion

The size of Texas is exceeded only by its extremes in 
soil type and climate. These range from the semi-tropical 
BBenies Siadibes Ste Gate the cover to come Anand Riliess om Wie sened conditions of the Brownsville area; the rice country of 
near Ozona. southeast Texas; the blackland farming country of east 
Texas; the big irrigation and cotton production of north- 
west Texas. In between is the range cattle country asso- 
ciated with the Lone Star state in both fact and fiction. This 
range country of Texas embraces hundreds of square miles. 
Once considered almost the private domain of another breed 
it is becoming Black as fast as good bulls and cows can be 
found to turn the trick. 
In this issue we will visit a few of the many Angus herds 
in the west Texas range country in the San Angelo vicinity. 
Most of these herds are commercial and most of them were

in Range Country 


of another color some years back. Others are now in the 
process of changing color through the use of Angus bulls. 


This color changing business was first seen on the trip 
from San Angelo to Garden City to visit the ranch of Marvin 
L, Couey, president of the Texas Angus Association. On 
the W. C. Kyle, Jr. ranches 336 whiteface cows and heifers 
have been bred to Angus bulls. On the ranch visited near 
Big Lake, the crossing was being done on 7 and 8 year old 
Hereford cows. In addition the Texas rancher has pur- 
chased 36 Angus heifers for the start of a straight Angus 
herd. Mr. Kyle purchased 11 Angus bulls at the Ft. Worth 
sale two years ago. The crossbred calves on the ground were 
a husky, thrifty lot and there had been no calving trouble 
when they arrived we were told by Jim Hernandez, in charge

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of this ranch unit. 


Marvin Couey has been breeding Angus since 1943. 
Previously, and like most of the other men with the Blacks in 
this country, he ran cattle of another color. His first Angus 
came from the old Tisdale herd near Eldorado — “cattle with 
very good bone and substance.” 

The main grazing in this west Texas country is mesquite 
grass and buffalo grass, both of them feeds with a lot of 
strength. In the dry years herds and flocks were cut to a 
minimum. On the Couey ranch both sheep and cattle are 
run. Sheep numbers are at around 800 head, about half of 
the former capacity, Cattle numbers also are below what 
they were in the early 1950s. “I doubt if many of us in this 
country will try and carry as much (Please turn page

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livestock as we formerly did,’ Mr. Couey explained. “In 
the eight drouth years the ranges that had not been eaten 
into the ground were able to come back in good shape.” 


Also in the range management picture, and since the dry 
years, has been the trouble sheep raisers have been having 
with fiddle weed. Once sheep get a taste for it the only 
saving of the flock is to get them off of grass and into dry 
lot. Cattle will not eat it unless no other feed is available. 
For this reason more and more sheep men are running 
cattle, and the trend is definitely Black. 


Marvin Couey has been a pioneer in starting and pushing 
Angus feeder calf auctions in the San Angelo country. At 
first the Angus herds were small and the man with few 
calves was penalized in selling. The subject was first 
broached in 1949 but the shortness of time to get a good sale

set up postponed the opening until 1950. The Angus sale at 
San Angelo is the marketing place for 40 to 50 commercial 
operators each year. While the auction takes only a part of 
the 15,000 Angus feeders produced annually around San 
Angelo it plays a big role in price stability. 


In the 1950 San Angelo Angus feeder calf show and sale 
the Couey herd had the grand champion steers and the 
grand champion heifers. The 444 pound steers topped at 47 
cents. Last year his 484 pound steers and 449 pound heifers 
went to a prominent feeder in Clinton county, Iowa. Mr, 
Couey also has been interested in the Angus feeder auction 
at Ft. Worth and in 1956 judged that show. 


The herd of the Texas Angus Association president, and 
its production, is a real treat to look over. There is a lot 
of quality here, and growthiness. Although he is not a

registered breeder he does own registered cows. A number 
of these are from the Martinmaas herd in South Dakota 
whose pedigrees show a bull named “Pudgy” better known 
today through the Hyland Marshall strain of cattle. 


A bull that has done a lot of good in the herd is Royal 
Essar 49th, by Prince Sunbeam 328th. Daughters of this 
bull, mated to imported Prince Peter of Dalmeny have pro- 
duced some outstanding young bulls that, as calves, are on 
call by other ranchers in the area for sire purposes. While 
Mr. Couey has not registered any cattle as yet he is con- 
sidering registering these Prince Peter calves. We won’t 
say they are too good for commercial herd use—no bull is too 
good for this important purpose — but they are also good 
enough to use in a lot of registered herds. Prince Peter of 
Dalmeny, brought to this country (Please turn to page 106)

Despite all of the assurances | constantly receive from 
people who read my articles that they enjoy reading them 
and get something out of them, I often wonder if I am 
accomplishing to the fullest extent the purpose for which 


my writing is intended which is to benefit the Angus breed 
and to help others, particularly inexperienced breeders. One 
might think it would be easy for one with as long an ex- 


perience as I have had in breeding, showing, judging and 
selling Angus cattle to have no difficulty in selecting sub- 
jects which would be useful and interesting to others. But 
I must admit that I am often confronted with the problem of 
what will be most interesting to my readers and what will be 
of the most help to them and to the breed. 


Quite often I do receive unsolicited suggestions and help 
in other ways. But I can use a lot more. I, therefore, 
welcome and will greatly appreciate suggestions that any of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal readers will give me. I do 
not say that I will use every suggestion or that I will 
creditably cover those that I do use. I shall, however, do 
my best to comply with any request or any suggestion that 
anyone is kind enough to offer. 


There are many things in the livestock world which should 
be interesting and informative if properly presented. And 
these discussions need not be confined entirely to the Angus 
breed which, as we all know, although the youngest of all 
of the beef breeds, has had a colorful history. But there 
are other breeds which have also had interesting histories 
and there are personalities connected in some way with the 
livestock industry as a whole which, down through the years, 
have stood out above their contemporaries and have added 
luster to livestock lore. 


I do not claim to be able to write authoritatively or even 
interestingly of all of these people. But during my long 
career I have personally known a great many of such per- 
sons in both our country and some foreign countries. And 
I have read the histories of many others and have thus ac- 
quired familiarity with their characteristics, their aims and 
ambitions and the principles by which they have been 
guided. 


For example, take the case of W. A. McHenry, who is 
probably the best known of the people who had the courage 
to get back of the new breed of Angus cattle shortly after 
they were introduced into the United States. As a man, 
aside from his love for livestock, he was interested in the 
promotion of other worthwhile things. He is so highly re- 
garded for his contribution to the Angus breed that it is 
now proposed to establish on his old farm at Denison, Iowa, 
a memorial in his honor. 


When I was a boy I had the great privilege of knowing 
Mr. McHenry. I visited his farm on numerous occasions and 
I felt I benefited greatly by my contacts with him and with

the late John Brown who had charge of his herd in those 
days. I did not always buy cattle when I went there but 
I did get a number of animals from this famous herd which 
had much to do with my later success as a breeder. I know 
{ was always proud that the name McHenry appeared in so 
many of our pedigrees. 


W. A. McHenry and John Brown presented a combination 
for attaining the high results which brought world wide ac- 
claim to the McHenry herd. Mr. McHenry supplied the 
means and the enthusiasm which had no limit as far as the 
good of the herd was concerned. And John Brown pos- 
sessed, as nearly as I could ascertain, all of the qualities 
necessary for success as an improver of livestock. He had the 
know-how, the patience, the zest for accomplishment regard- 
less of the work involved, and the love and consideration for 
his animals which are necessary characteristics for a suc- 
cessful breeder. 


I can recall as though it were only yesterday the pleasure 
I used to get and the pride which it gave me to talk with 
Mr. McHenry. He symbolized to me, a young, inexperienced 
and financially poor young man, the ideal of what I some 
day hoped to be. He inspired me to have faith in myself 
and in my ability to overcome the many obstacles which 
would intervene to bar my way to attaining his status, a 
famous breeder and showman. 


Mr. McHenry, although a wealthy man, wealthy at least 
by my standards, was democratic and helpful to those less 
fortunate. And this is the reason I believe that he seemed 
anxious to help me as a struggling young breeder who was 
not only trying to attain success but who was desperately 
trying to hang on at all. Meeting current expense and in- 
terest payments made this a problem. 


I recall the year of 1906, my first year on the big circuit 
with animals from my young Angus herd. For a good many 
years the McHenry herd had reigned supreme in American 
showrings. No other herd had been able to defeat it. But 
that year I did decisively beat the McHenry herd at the 
Iowa State Fair, and I kept up this pace all around the 
circuit that year. In my herd, however, several of the key 
animals were descendants of cattle I had previously acquired 
from the McHenry herd. 


I recall how on that sweltering hot day at the lowa State 
Fair in late August, Mr. McHenry was the first to con- 
gratulate me on my winnings over him. That was charac- 
teristic of his sportsmanship which I saw exhibited so often 
as our herds raced against each other around the big cir- 
cuit as long as the McHenry herd was in existence which 
was to 1916 when it was sold intact to Escher and Ryan. 
I have a vivid recollection of Mr. McHenry sitting in a chair 
behind his show herd at the early State Fairs. I even recall 
his appearance. He usually wore a white shirt, black tie 
and a black alpaca coat. During the shows held later in the 
year he was residing at his winter home in Southern Cali- 
fornia, the herd he knew was left in competent hands with 
John Brown at the helm. Although he was not an old man, 
probably not more than sixty-five, he seemed at the time, 
with his white hair, like a very old person to me. I was 


young then, and I often wondered if by the time I was as

Have Manure; Will Spread 

Springtime is barn-cleaning and ma- 
nure-hauling time. There are two good 
reasons why this should be so: (1) It 
will remove a preferred breeding place 
for flies and other insects and disease- 
producing microorganisms, (2) it will 
do the crops some good. 

Depending on insecticides alone for 
the control of flies and other insects is 
like fighting a forest fire with a 
sprinkling can. Breeding sites, especial- 
ly manure, must first be removed. 

Under ordinary conditions, proper 
cleaning of barns also removes most of 
the disease-producing microorganisms, 
along with the filth, thus eliminating 
the necessity of disinfection. In case of 
a disease outbreak, however, the prem- 
ises must be disinfected; but, for ef- 
fective disinfection, there must be 
thorough cleaning before application. 

Each farm is different, thus making it 
impossible to give blanket recommenda- 
tions as to when and where to apply 
manure. One rule is universally true, 
however; it is better to get the manure 
out onto the land than to allow it to lie 
in the lot. It may be applied to (1) row 
crops, (2) new grass and/or legume 
seedings, (3) light soils, (4) eroding soils, 
(5) small grains, (6) plowed land, (7) 
permanent and rotation pasture, and 
(8) old established hay crops. An ap- 
plication of 8 to 12 tons of manure to 
row crops and 4 to 6 tons to other crops 
appears to be about the right amount 
under average conditions. 


How to Reinforce Manure 


Many soils are rather low in phosphor- 
us, because (1) they were initially low 
in this element, (2) of the subsequent 
sale of phosphorus-rich grain, milk, and 
animals, and (3) manure is deficient in 
this element. It is desirable, therefore, 
that manure be reinforced with phos- 
phorie acid. This can be accomplished 
by adding from 40 to 50 pounds of su- 
perphosphate to each ton of manure, 
spreading it on top of the loaded spread- 
er and scattering it with the manure. 
Where the manure is kept under cover 
(as in a shed or stall), however, the 
nitrogen can be trapped and the phos- 
phorus deficiency balanced out by 
spreading in the stall or shed, daily, 1 
to 2 pounds of superphosphate for each 
mature cow or horse; with amounts for 
other livestock in proportion to their 
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weights. Under some conditions, nitro- 
gen as well as phosphorus is needed for 
reinforcement of manure, _ especially 
strawy manure, 


Amount and Value of Manure 


It is conservatively estimated that one 
billion tons of manure are produced an- 
nually on the farms and ranches of the 
United States; sufficient to add nearly 
one ton each year to every acre in the 
nation’s farms and ranches. 

About 75% of the nitrogen, 80% of 
the phosphorus, and 85% of the potash 
contained in animal feeds is returned as 
manure. In addition, about 40% of the 
organic matter of feeds is excreted as 
manure. As a rule-of-thumb, it is com- 
monly estimated that 80% of the total 
nutrients in feeds is excreted by animals 
as manure. 

In terms of (1) increased crop yields, 
and (2) equivalent cost of a like amount 
of commercial fertilizer, at the present 
time manure has an estimated value of 
$6.33 per ton. By applying this figure 
to the average annual tonnage of ma- 
nure produced by different classes of 
farm animals, it is noteworthy that each 
farm animal has a yearly manure-pro- 
ducing potential as follows: one cow, 
$95.00; one steer, $54.00; one sheep, 
$8.00; one sow, $38.00; and one horse, 
$64.00. 

Of course, the value of manure cannot 
be measured alone in terms of increased 
crop yields and equivalent cost of a like 
amount of commercial fertilizer. It has 
additional value for the organic matter 
which it contains, which almost all soils 
need, and which cannot be bought in a 
sack. Stockmen sometimes fail to rec- 
ognize the value of this barnyard crop 
simply because (1) it is produced 
whether or not it is wanted, and (2) 
it is available without cost. 

Despite all the recent developments in 
the use of commercial fertilizers and 
soil-building crops, manure still is the 
first and most logical way for stockmen 
to keep their soils fertile and productive. 
Making and keeping the soil productive 
is the very foundation of a successful 
agriculture, of national prosperity. It 
has been well said that good soils, good 
farms and ranches, and good living go 
hand in hand. At its best, this necessi- 
tates an animal agriculture; one in 
which the manure is carefully conserved 
and properly applied, and in which sup- 
plements of commercial fertilizers and

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to assure warm weather comfort for 
cattle. 

Recently, while traveling in Canada on 
speaking engagements, I reaffirmed my 
opinion and the Missouri experiments, 
that beef cattle are, indeed, able to with- 
stand extreme cold. In well below zero 
weather, I saw fattening steers, stocker 
cattle, and breeding cows (and sheep 
and horses) out in the open, with only 
the sky above them and a solid fence 
or a straw stack for a wind break. Of 
course, the ground was frozen and there 
wasn’t any mud problem. Cattle are not 
sensitive to cold because they generate 
considerable heat from the digestion and 
assimilation of their rations. Their chief 
need is for a dry bed and _ protection 
against cold winds and rains. Of course, 
newborn calves and young stock require 
more protection. 

But we need to give more attention to 
providing summer shades, fans, and 
sprinklers for beef cattle. An unshaded 
cow standing in an air temperature of 
100° F. has to dispose of enough heat in 
a 10 hour period to bring 9 gallons of 
ice water to the boiling point. At the 
Imperial Valley Field Station, El] Centro, 
Calif., where it gets very hot, it was 
found that to make 100 pounds gain dur- 
ing midsummer required 200 to 300 
pounds more feed without shade than 
with shade.

have accomplished what he had done as 
a breeder and showman of Angus cattle. 
I knew that was my goal. 


In 1907 I came out with two bulls, 
neither of which was defeated around 
the big circuit, finishing at the Interna- 
tional with the Grand Championship and 
the Junior Championship. They were 
Glenfoil Thickset 2d and Oakville Quiet 
Lad. When Mr. McHenry saw these two 
bulls at the lowa State fair that year he 
wanted to buy Oakville Quiet Lad. He 
was in need of a bull which could win, 
and he thought of the two that Oakville 
Quiet Lad was the more promising, he 
being the younger one. As a matter of 
fact, I had this same idea although 
around the circuit that year Oakville 
Quiet Lad was unable to vanquish his 
illustrious stall-mate. At any rate, Mr. 
McHenry was determined to acquire Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, and although I was de- 
sperately in need of money, I was just 
as determined to keep him. Aside from 
his potential value as a show bull and a 
sire, I had formed a sentimental attach- 
ment for him. In this connection, it was 
Oakville Quiet Lad that we led out for 
the inspection of President Taft at the 
time of his visit to the Alaska Yukon 
Exposition at Seattle in 1909. As he 
placed his hand oa the massive Oakville 
Quiet Lad, the President remarked to 
Mrs. Battles who stood close by, “he 
seems like a nice pet.” And that is real- 
ly what Oakville Quiet Lad was to us. 
He was a pet as well as a great sire up 
until the time of his death at about eigh- 
teen years of age. During his lifetime he 
sired many famous animals. 


Mr. McHenry kept asking me for a 
price on him and I continued to refuse to 
price the bull. That was one of the char- 
acteristics of Mr. McHenry, and one 
which I think had a lot to do with his 
success both in the business world and as 
a cattle breeder. When he decided to do 
something he tenaciously pursued his 
objective until he had accomplished what 
he had set out to do. 


At the International that year, Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d was again Grand Cham- 
pion and Oakville Quiet Lad first prize 
two year old and Reserve Champion. Mr. 
McHenry, although in California at the 
time, made me an offer which he no 
doubt thought I could not resist for Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad. But I was more deter- 
mined than ever to keep him. I did de- 
cide, however, although I regretted very 
much doing so, that I would sell Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d for the price he had offered 
me for Oakville Quiet Lad, and I sent 
him word to this effect through John 
Brown; the result being that the sale of

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Glenfoil Thickset 2d was consummated 
through John Brown and myself. And 
the next year, Glenfoil Thickset 2d, in 
the W. A. McHenry herd, was again the 
Supreme Champion wherever shown 
which, of course, included the Interna- 
tional and Oakville Quiet Lad was again 
reserve to him. This was the way I pre- 
ferred it to be. In the history of the 
breed, no other bull has ever equalled 
this record. 


I was confident that that would be the 
last year the old bull would be shown 
and that Oakville Quiet Lad would then 
have his chance at the Grand Champion- 
ship. And this is the way it turned out. 
Oakville Quiet Lad was undefeated the 
next year with Glenfoil Thickset 2d in re- 
tirement as a breeding bull in the Mc- 
Henry herd. In spite of the long trek to 
the Pacific Coast and back, he was Grand 
Champion at the International. Sadly 
enough, however, and greatly to the de- 
triment of the Angus breed, Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d had a short life. Sometime 
during the year following his last show- 
yard triumph, he had to be destroyed as 
a result of being critically injured in a 
fight with another bull. 


I could well imagine old Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d fighting to the end. He was always 
more or less high strung, and it seemed 
to me always watching for an oppor- 
tunity to start a fight. He had the most 
vigor of any bull I have ever handled. 
As a matter of fact, when I purchased 
him as a yearling, he was considered 
dangerous to handle. By persistently be- 
ing kind to him, however, I overcame 
this trait in him which I always thought 
was induced by improper handling when 
he was younger. But he became docile in 
my hands. It was necessary, however, to 
watch him closely when showing him in 
the ring as he was always ready to start 
a fight when he got next to another bull. 
He was ever ready to take any of them 
on. 


Mr. McHenry had a droll sense of hu- 
mor. The year he bought Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d from me, Mrs. Battles and I were 
married and she accompanied me on the 
show circuit that year, After becoming 
acquainted with her, Mr. McHenry, on 
greeting her, would often jovially re- 
mark, “How is Thickset today?” al- 
though she was directly opposite to what 
the title inferred, being slender and 
petite. 


As I recall, Mr. McHenry died shortly 
after the sale of his herd to Escher and 
Ryan in 1916. I have often thought if 
the giving up of the herd, which he loved 
and in which he took so much pride, did 
not hasten his death. During his lifetime 
he wrote some glorious pages of Angus 
history. And the breed today is richer 
because of his achievements.

All classes of livestock scored sub- 
stantial price gains in the Chicago trade 
during the past four weeks. This is the 
third consecutive month for all three 
classes to show a higher trend and the 
first time in thirteen years that cattle, 
hogs and sheep opened the first quarter 
on a higher basis. 


At the outset of the March period, 
giant snow storms coupled with power- 
ful winds combined in practically para- 
lyzing the Plain states. Counties were 
choked off by the storms as the snows 
were whipped into huge drifts by the 
high winds. 


The late winter and early Spring 
storms were followed by a quick warm- 
ing trend that caused serious flooding 
throughout the Prairie Belt, thus ham- 
pering even further the movement of 
livestock into termina: markets. 


The quick thaw caused adverse road 
conditions. Many farmers and ranchers 
found it almost impossible to get their 
cattle out of the feedlots. The grounds 
became too soft to permit trucks to pull 
up to the loading platforms. Many 
shippers had to move their cattle from 
the feedlot on to small pickup trucks, 
taking just a few animals at a time out 
to the black-top roads and then transfer 
them on to the semi-trailers, Those too 
far from the black-top roads were forced 
to hold back their livestock. 


The ground became so soft that at the 
start of the April period some counties 
prohibited the use of trucks five tons or 
over from even using black-top roads. 


Many connected with the trade predict 
a heavy movement of livestock to mar- 
ket, particularly cattle, once shipping 
conditions returned to normal. Finish- 
ers of fat steers were confronted with 
still another situation at the outset of 
April. Four Jewish holidays, on which 
no kosher slaughtering of livestock is 
permitted, were to be observed during 
the middle of April, two market days in 
the second week and two market days in 
the third week. In between these two 
Jewish Passover weeks, Christian 
churches were observing Holy Week. 


Just how heavy the movement of fat 
stock will be following the past weeks of 
reduced volume is hard to say, but ship-

pers will have to do some close scrutin- 
izing in the weeks to come. 


The month of March saw fat steer 
prices set new highs for the year. It 
strictly a forced affair as beef 
processors failed to go along with the 
higher trend. Buyers resisted the ad- 
vance as there was a poor relationship 
between live costs and dressed beef 
prices both in the Chicago area and 
along the Eastern seaboard. 


was 


The quality of the fat steer crop 
throughout the month of March left 
much to be desired. Honest choice steers 
weighing 1100 to 1300 pounds proved ex- 
tremely searce. Many sessions found 
receipts consisted mainly of high choice 
to prime steers or kinds grading low 
choice and below. In fact, this was al- 
most a repeat of the February trade as 
far as quality was concerned. 


Prime beeves made up around 7 to 8 
per cent of the receipts, with choice and 
low choice stock running 45 to 50 per 
cent of the total. Kinds showing sev- 
eral months of fat and finish and grad- 


ing average to high choice were in short 
supply. 


Only 20 loads of prime Angus steers 
topped the market during the month 
of March. These market toppers ar- 
rived from Illinois, lowa, Nebraska and 
Colorado feedlots. They averaged from 
1170 to 1343 pounds and sold from 
$30.00 to $33.25. The latter price was 
paid for a load of Angus steers from a 
“reputation feedlot” in Illinois that aver- 
aged 1207 pounds. 


The $33.25 was a new high for the 
year and compares with the $30.50 top 
paid the previous month. It was also 
the highest price paid here since May of 
last year. 


Seattered loads of high choice and 
prime steers averaging 1150 to 1450 
pounds sold from $30.50 to $32.50, in- 
cluding some mixed choice and prime 
1476 pound Angus going at $30.50. Re- 
ceipts included a load of mixed choice 
and prime 1575 pound steers that sold

at $28.50 and a string of choice Blacks 
averaging 1530 pounds at $27.75. 

Buyers on the Chicago market took 
the bulk of the choice steers averaging 
down from 1350 pounds at prices rang- 
ing from $26.50 to $29.50, A few loads 
of choice 1400 to 1500 pound beeves 
turned from $26.25 to $27.50. Numerous 
loads of good grade steers averaging 
1050 to 1250 pounds sold mainly from 
$24.00 to $26.50. Limited offerings of 
utility and standard grade steers moved 
from $19.00 to $23.00. 

Slaughter heifers also followed the 
same price pattern as steers, but up- 
turns were not as great as in steers. 
This was due mainly to the poor quality. 

Prime heifers proved extremely scarce 
throughout the entire period. One load 
of prime Angus heifers topped at 
$29.50, a gain of $1.25 over the Febru- 
ary peak and the highest price paid here 
since last July. One load of mixed high 
choice and prime steers and heifers aver- 
aging 1100 lbs. sold at $30.75. 

The bulk of the choice heifers turned 
into killer channels at prices ranging 
from $26.00 to $28.00 while mixed good 
and choice sold from $25.00 to $26.00. 
Seattered loads of good and choice calfy 
heifers sold in the $24.00 column. 

THE THREE-MONTH ADVANCE 

The three-month advance of cattle, 
hogs and sheep for the first quarter of 
1960 was the first time in 13 years that 
all three classes opened the year on a 
higher trend.

numbers were built up to 18,000 very 
uniform Black cattle. 


In 1887 Ben T. Cable of San Antonio 
imported 10 purebred heifers from Scot- 
land followed in a little while by an im- 
portaticn of 15 head. Gerard O. Cress- 
well of Abilene, who had started his 
herd in 1895, bought a large number of 
the Cable cows when the herd was dis- 
versed in 1902. 


A Texas herd that exerted much in- 
fluence on the Angus breed shortly after 
the turn of the century was that of Sam 
H. Hill & Son of Tierra Alta. The Hill 
herd was started in 1901 from the Ben T. 
Cable herd. One of the famous bulls 
bred in the Hill herd was Merraman of 
Tierra Alta, sold to Congdon & Battles 
of Yakima, Washington. Merraman of 
Tierra Alta sired many show cattle for 
the Rosemere herd, including Prizemere 
9th, sire of an International grand 
champion female. 


Among Texas Angus breeders of a 
half century or more ago should be men- 
tioned James W. Knox of Jacksboro; Al- 
fred Mathews of Laredo; Harry Landa 
of New Braunfels. Bob Flutch of Men- 
ard, now 92 years old, has been with the 
Blacks 60 years. 


Getting down to more recent years the 
list of men who have carried the Angus 
banner should include Lee Gowdy of 
Jacksboro; Koss Barry of Walnut 
Springs; G. B. Stephen of Dublin; 
Tommy Brook of Camp San Saba; Rufus 
Peeples of Tehuacana; Jess McGill of 
Paris; Happy Shahan of Brackettville; 
H. E. McCulloch of San Angelo; J. V. 
Hampton of Ft. Worth; Herman Allen 
of Menard; Sutton Crofts of Cisco; Jess 
Alford of Paris; Henry Moore of El- 
dorado; F. A. Leffingwell of Dallas. 
The list is small; Texas is a big state 
and many more names could be, and 
should be, included. 


The Texas Angus Association was 
founded 24 years ago at the South- 
western Livestock Exposition at Ft. 
Worth with Koss Barry as president; 
G. B. Stephen, first vice-president; A. H. 
“Tex” Spitzer, second vice-president and 
Sutton Crofts as secretary. 


From 1936 to 1960 covers a lot of 
Angus expansion, the tough drouth 
years, and now the “new look” in Texas 
Angus expansion. The Texas Angus 
Association president this year is Marvin 
L. Couey of San Angelo, a_ veteran 
rancher who has been active in the Asso- 
ciation promotion of Angus feeder calf 
sales in west Texas since 1949. 

Texas is cattle country. The Blacks 
are fast becoming the preferred breed. 
All that is needed is more and better 
cattle, the thick, rugged kind — and 
more time.

herds. There still are such men en- 
gaged in producing cattle, who operate 
their herds in much the same manner as 
their fellow breeders who depend on 
farming and cattle operations for their 
livelihoed. 

Forty years ago when this publica- 
tion was founded no one dreamed our 
Aberdeen-Angus breed would be as large 
as it is today. I can remember when a 
fifty-two page issue was a special num- 
ber and I can remember when Dad 
Hahne predicted that some day it would 
require ten thousand magazines to reach 
all the breeders. Today any issue less 
than two hundred pages is considered 
mighty slim, and we have doubled the 
predicted number of magazines Dad 
thought it would require. What will be 
the record at the turn of the century? 
What part will you play and how much 
will your efforts contribute to the 
record? 

There will be problems, but this you 
can expect — satisfaction in improving 
your own herd; lasting friendships with 
others engaged in reaching a common 
goal; the opportunity to establish new 
herds and the responsibility of furnish- 
ing new buyers the right kind of breed- 
ing stock — and the breed will be im- 
proved through your efforts to improve 
your own herd.

by Essar Ranch of Texas, is by Jungle 
Eric of Candacraig, he by Prince of Mor- 
ven. A Prince Peter son topped the 1959 
Essar bull sale at $3,400 to go to Kansas. 

In turn those good daughters of the 
Dalmeny bull—and there is a high per- 
centage of keepers among them—are be- 
ing bred to a son of Hyland Marshall. 
One of the other bulls seen was very im- 
pressive—a 6-year old son of the “328th 
bull” whose calves last year averaged 
550 pounds at weaning. He is a rugged 
but smooth bull with a lot of muscling— 
the big-footed kind needed to patrol this 
rocky range country. Angus bulls of this 
type will out-wear those of competitive 
breeds. 

Asked about cow ages in this west 
Texas range country Mr, Couey told us 
that cows of other breeds are usually 
weeded out at 8 years of age. “An Angus 
cow will go at least two more years and 
when sold will look like a 5-year old. 
We'll visit a ranch tomorrow where 
there are some Angus commercial cows 
considerably older than 10 years.” 

At every ranch visited in west Texas 
the main object of discourse was bulls— 
bulls with bone and substance, bulls able 
to get around, bulls that were fertile. An 
increasingly common practice in this 
country, Mr. Couey told us, is the fer- 


tility testing of range bulls two months 
before they are turned out with the herd. 
“More and more ranchers have been do- 
ing it in the last two years and it cer- 
tainly can save a lot of headaches later 
on in the season.” 

Southwest of San Angelo, toward 
Ozona, the Noelke family has been 
prominent in the sheep and cattle busi- 
ness for many years, Monte Noelke, Jr., 
was bringing heifers and cows in to be 
sprayed when the Angus unit was visit- 
ed, At present there are 275 cows in the 
herd which is being built up to a 400 
head potential by keeping out 50 top 
heifers each year. At post-drouth capa- 
city the ranch will also handle 5,000 sheep 
along with the 400 Angus. 

The complaint of this rancher on the 
bull problem was “feedlot bulls”—bulls 
with too much grain in them and not 
enough exercise before they get to the 
range country. 

Another member of this prominent 
livestock family present at the spraying 
of the cattle was Miss Gretchen Noelke. 
Her interest in livestock is also of the 
practical nature. She plans to take vet- 
erinary medicine at Cornell University. 
As a bit of Texas pioneer history it 
should be mentioned that the grandfath- 
er of these two young people was a per- 
sonal friend of the legendary Judge Roy 
Bean—“the law west of the Pecos.” 

Monte Noelke, Jr., has four young 


bulls from the Couey herd, bought in Jan- 
uary, that are being grown out. These 
calves are sons of Prince Peter of Dal- 
meny. 

In keeping with other west Texas 
ranchers H. R. “Jake” Wardlaw of San 
Angelo liquidated all of his cattle and 
sheep during the drouth. It was a case 
of doing this or going to the expense 
and trouble of trying to lease land in 
some other area where there was mois- 
ture and feed. So for two years there 
was not a hoof on the 30,000 acre Ward- 
law ranch. The re-stocking program now 
under way has uncovered one fact—the 
rested range land is producing a lot more 
feed, and better feed, than land that was 
stocked during the drouth, no matter 
how lightly stocked, he has found. This 
past winter, for instance, his cattle had 
only grass and were in better condition 
than many cattle seen on the trip that 
had been “caked.” 

Jake Wardlaw got his first Angus 20 
years ago after running cattle of another 
breed—‘‘and having about everything go 
wrong that could happen to a cow herd.” 
Some of his first Blacks were from the 
Benton herd in old Mexico, Three times 
in a row he bought the grand champion 
pen of Angus bulls at Ft, Worth to put 
into his herd. In the pre-drouth years a 
cow herd of 350 to 400 head was main- 
tained, along with 3,500 to 4,000 sheep. 
In the current re-stocking program he

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purchased heifers from Oklahoma and 
Iowa. 

The thinking of the Texas rancher on 
the bull problem is similar to that of a 
number of other commercial breeders 
talked to: buying a number of good young 
bulls, half brothers, off the cows and 
growing them out under ranch conditions 
until they are ready to use. But as Jake 
Wardlaw says “the big problem is to 
find the herd producing good boned, thick 
bull calves in numbers where you can be 
assured of a yearly pick at a decent 
price.” 

“Our big bull need in this country is a 
source where you can get good half broth- 
ers. It is the only way to breed uniformity 
in your cow herd and in turn in the feed- 
er calves you sell.”” The speaker is Herman 
L. Allen of Menard, a recent fromer pres- 
ident of the Texas Angus Association 
and a breeder of both registered and 
commercial cattle. The Association in 
addition to the San Angelo feeder calf 
sales started in 1950 has sponsored 9 bull 
sales since 1951 and 15 female sales, The 
last bull sale, two years ago, saw 304 
bulls go through the ring in 290 minutes 
at an average of better than $1,000. “We 
like action in this country,” Herman com- 
mented. 

One of the Herman Allen ranches is 
near Menard where was seen a very im- 
pressive bull just arrived from Gauger 
Brothers of South Dakota. Time did not 
permit a visit to the ranch where the 
bulk of the cattle are run. 

Also near Menard in the famous Ed- 
wards Plateau ranching country is the 
Fritz Luckenbach operation. Here is an- 
other ranch where you will see about as 
many good, thick cattle as you will find 
anywhere in the country. The Lucken- 
bach production program combines goats 
for mohair production, sheep and Angus 
cattle. At first cattle of another breed 
were run. The first Angus were pur- 
chased around 20 years ago with one of 
the original Flutch cows still in the herd. 
In fact the Luckenbach herd of 214 cows 
includes 30 head 12 years of age or older, 
“I don’t keep them around out of senti- 
ment. If they produce good calves—every 
year—they are kept until they quit.” In 
this rugged country Fritz Luckenbach 
has found Angus cows, and bulls, out- 
produce and out-live other breeds by a 
wide margin. 


With his first Angus this Texas ranch- 
er put the acid test to them — 82 cows 
turned out with a two-year old Angus 
bull from Essar. “I raised 79 calves the 
next year.” Speaking of bulls and Angus 
longevity Fritz Luckenbach speaks with 
special pride of a bull he bought 12 years 
ago at Ft. Worth. The bull was bred by 
French Broad Farms of Kentucky and 
sired by Cesor’s Evader Mercury. This 
old bull has left some great daughters in 
the herd—over 60 head—and in the 1959 
breeding season settled 35 cows. And we

are not yet writing this old sire’s epitaph 
—this year he is being used in the herd 
of his brother-in-law, Hugh Spiller of 
Menard, at the tender age of 13, “He 
talked me out of letting him have the 
bull to use. I would like some more 
calves by him.” : 

The Luckenbach herd reflects the use 
of good bulls and a rigid culling pro- 
gram. A 20 per cent bottom cut is made 
on the heifers to go back in the herd. 
These remaining heifers must not only 
raise a calf but also produce enough milk 
to raise a good calf. They fall down in 
any way out they go. They get no sec- 
ond chance. The production of al] bulls 
is checked through ear tag numbers of 
the cow to which they are bred. A cow 
with a red ear tag means that she is 
living on borrowed time and if her cur- 
rent calf is not up to standard she is to 
be culled. 

During the recent 8-year drouth it be- 
‘ame apparent that even with close cull- 
ing the ranches would not be able te car- 
ry the cattle on hand, After much search 
Fritz Luckenbach bought a_ livestock 
farm in northern Alabama and moved 
140 af his top Angus cows to that loca- 
tion. And although the Texas range is 
coming back in good shape he is still 
raising Angus in Alabama. 

One of the young bulls that is seeing 
heavier service this year after siring 
some great calves in his initial trial is a 
son of Prince of Red Gate 69th bought 
from KerMac for range use at $2,150. 
This Texas rancher does not consider the 
price too high on a bull that will pro- 
duce, as this one is. The old Cesor’s Eva- 
der Mercury bull previously mentioned 
cost $1,650 12 years ago. One of three 
bulls bought three years ago has done an 
outstanding job of siring. He is by Shad- 
ow Isle Prince 37th, “He puts bone, mus- 
cling and growthiness into his calves.” 


This Texas rancher’s formula for get- 
ting bull mileage is to never let a bull 
get too thin, “If you let an older bull get 
down you never know when he may quit.” 
By keeping them in good flesh he figures 
an Angus bull should be good until he is 
7 or 8 years old. 


Another point in herd management 
Fritz Luckenbach insists on is the feed- 
ing of first calf heifers—“she needs 1% 
pounds a day of 41 per cent feed for her- 
self before she calves and 2% pounds 
daily when nursing the calf.” This ap- 
plies to the winter calving in the west 
Texas country. He has found that on the 
ranges that were rested during the 
drouth the grass now will carry mature 
cows through the winter, in good flesh, 
without supplemental feeding. 


In addition to the Angus the re-stock- 
ing program on this ranch now includes 
1,000 ewes and 2,000 Angora goats.

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ing a bull’s production on the same basis, 
has resulted in a startling increase in 
weaning weights for J. W. “Dub” White 
of Mason. This young rancher started out 
with 100 of his best cows mated to “just 
bulls” and weighed and graded the 
calves, working them over each two 
weeks, Average gain on this group from 
birth to weaning was 2 pounds per day. 
From this to more selective mating, use 
of better bulls, and putting back the bet- 
ter gaining heifers, has raised the aver- 
age daily gain of calves to 2% pounds 
per day. This has been accomplished in 
four years. 


The breeding program in the White 
herd is handled a little differently than 
in many herds and results in a lot of bull 
mileage. The 275 cows are divided into 
three groups and a bull run with each 
bunch a week, then a fresh bull put in 
with each bunch of cows. Calving is from 
November through January and the 
calves on the ground now represent a 90 
per cent calf crop. This year 22 dry cows 
were sent to market. One was an old cow, 
the rest 2, 3 and 4 year olds. If a cow 
misses having a calf she has had it— 
there is no second chance. 


“Dub” White sees a definite advantage 
to a range man weighing his calves, es- 
pecially the heifers, “The tendency is to 
let too many of those good heifers go to 
market because they will command a 
good price. Take your own cut off of the 
top end—the good doing kind. Part of 
their gain is because their mothers were 
good milkers. In this way you keep up 
the milking qualities in your herd if you 
keep back the best doing heifer calves.” 


This rancher formerly had Herefords, 
then Brahmas, and started with Angus 
six years ago. In addition he runs 4,000 
Angora goats to help control brush. Are- 
as with heavy mesquite brush have been 
chained off in the past two years—a total 
of 4,000 acres. 


Last stop on the west Texas ranch trip 
was at Essar Ranch near San Antonio. 
Marvin Couey had been talking about a 
new bull which he wanted your reporter 
and Fritz Luckenbach to see, In the opin- 
ion of the veteran rancher, from the hooks 
to the pins, through the muscling of his 
stifle and quarter, and the quality of the 
bone and the set of his hind legs this 
bull was about what commercial] cattle- 
men want, Bred in Ohio and by imported 
Koran P of Balfron he is out of an An- 
kony Queen Mother cow by Homeplace 
Eileenmere 999-35th. The trip was not 

, in vain. He is quite a bull in the points 
stressed by Mr. Couey—and points which 
commercial breeders feel many Angus 
bulls can stand improvement. The Koran 
bull will be mated to some daughters of 
Marshall of Faulkton to see how he 
“nicks.”
